Live Stock Feeders’ Day—May 24th, 


The eighteenth annual Kansa 
Feeders’ Day will be held at the 
State Agricultural College Saturday, Ma

Is there a satisfactory substitute for le- 
gume hay in a cattle fattening ration? 

Does it pay to grind roughage? 

Why have cattle feeders made so little 
use of the Federal Intermediate Credit 
Bank when this is one group for which it 
was created? 

Speakers on this program besides those 
connected with the Experiment Station will 
be W. C. Coffey, Dean of Agriculture and 
Director of the Minnesota Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, University of Minnesota, 
and John Fields, President of the Inter- 
mediate Credit Bank of Wichita. 

The speakers at the Anniversary Banquet 
in the evening include R. J. Kinzer, the first
